NETBUST 
By the editors of Westlink Report 

Notices of Violation of FCC rules 97.110 (97.35) and 97.112 have 
been issued by the FCC to 22 amateurs living in Florida and several 
neighboring states. The violation notices were sent out by the Ft. 
Lauderdale, Florida FCC Monitoring Station during the week of 
March 5. This, after the Commission Engineers at the Monitoring 
Station had spent two sessions monitoring the on-air operations of 
those cited while a part of the Florida Traders used equipment 
swap net operation. Rule 97.110 prohibits the use of amateur radio 
for business purpoes, while 97.112 prohibits communication for 
direct or indirect material compensation. 

Those cited, were all participating in the net which meets every 
Sunday at 8:30a.m. Eastern time on3.940 Mhz. 


According to FCC Ft. Lauderdale Field Engineer Bob McKen- 
ney, the action taken against the 22 came as the result of several 
written complaints filed by area hams. This lead to the activation 
of the local FCC Monitoring Station and the subsequent issuance of 
the citations. McKinney said that the notices were only sent to 
amateurs on the net who were overheard quoting prices for 
equipment over the air. “‘. . . It’s been our (the FCC’s) policy that 
any price negotiation or discussion should be done over a phone line 
and not given on the air... ’’ the FCC Ft. Lauderdale Engineer 
said. As to what areas the violation notices were issued into, 
McKinney said that while most were in Florida, a few were sent to 
hams in Georgia and North Carolina as well. McKinney added that 
his office had received feedback from amateurs asking why this 


- group was being singled out or punished for the type of regulatory 


violations that occur nationwide. His response to this was that: 
*“*... we are not singling them out, although they were issued the 
violation notices. We did not issue Notices of Apparent Liability 
(fines) and it’s not a black mark on their record that’s always going 
to be there. It’s (the citations) just a mechanism to advise them 
that this type of activity (quoting prices for gear and/or negotiating 
price) should not occur on the ham bands . . .”, Some amateurs that 
Westlink spoke with alleged that a number of those issued the 
Notices of Violation were semi-professional dealers, but McKinney 
said that this was impossible for his office to judge without making 
any long-term observations. In answer to our question as to what 
advice, if any, he had to amateurs who take part in swap-net 
opeations, McKinney stated that the FCC would perfer to see any 
mention of the sale price of equipment kept off the air because 
“*...1t does open the door for abuses.’’ He also said that the 
amateur community should keep itself alert and self policing in 
regard to “‘dealers’’ who might show up on a net with dozens of 
pieces of gear every week or every month. 


Meanwhile, not all Florida hams seem to share the FCC view. 
While unconfirmed, it is believed that some net members have 
retained an attorney to fight the matter or file suit against the 
Commission the grounds for which are unknown. Newsman Fred 
Maia, W5YI reported that “‘one of the amateurs involved is an 
attorney, who, acting as a spokesman (for the group) is getting in 
touch with his Congressman.” While this enforcement action in 
Florida does not appear to portend of a major rules change in 
regard to on-air swap net operating, it can and should be looked 
upon as a warning to hams not to engage in any form activities on 
the air that might be construed as “‘business.’’

To the thousands of Hams who know me as ‘‘Red”’ 4DK in 1922 through WA4ZRW in 1986, 
I am no freak writer who will have his say and forget the issue. Far from it as I plan to 
make all the necessary contacts who will be concerned with my protests and will give the 
proper consideration to possible changes in Ham operations. 

I will leave you now for today to have thoughts and ask if you, too, can see the 
blackening of the Ham image if our traveling members realize they no longer have a 
contact for local information.

PACKET RADIO 
By Jack Lohman, WB2NVJ 
All indications are that ‘‘Packet’’ is here, in general use on both 


coasts of Florida, with activity on 14.103 and locally on 146.01. 


Prices for the controller units have come down — so maybe it’s’ 
time to get interested again. 

For the uninformed, Packet Radio is a communication system 
which info is digitally encoded. Many have gone the RTTY route at 
60 wpm and ASCII at 100 — with packet it is possible to get error 
free copy at 300 baud and UP. With high speed digital copy. there is 
no QRM , and maximum use of the spectrum is possible through 
shared frequencies. 

One of the outstanding features of packet is the use of other 
packet stations as relay stations. Thus it is possible to send copy to 
let’s say Jacksonville via several packet stations in between — 
each acting almost like a repeater. It is also possible to have 
several QSOs going on at the same time on the same frequency. The 
time between transmissions is available to other users — this is 
called ‘“‘time-domain’’ multiplexing. The equipment will take care 
of automatic retransmissions and sorting out the replys meant for 
the station. The user never “‘hears”’ the QRM. 

There are also ‘‘digipeaters”’ in operation. They act and operate 
almost the same as our 2 meter machines. The repeater station 
may bea single frequency simplex repeater which retransmits any 
correctly received packets, or it can be a normal split frequency 
repeater. 

Most of us have the gear to get in: a HF and VHF transceiver, 
computer, monitor, tape or disk storage (optional). By adding a 
“terminal node controller’ you are ready for packet. 

Packet was first designed for VHF, but lately has been heard on 
20 meters, so you can see that it is expanding. Locally, Bill,

FCC CITES SWAP AND SHOP NET PARTICIPANTS 

A number of amateurs in the Southeastern states have been cited 
by a Florida FCC monitoring station for participating in so-called 
‘Swap and Shop” nets, which, in the view of the monitoring station, 
violated 97.112. This section states that ‘‘an amateur station shall 

not be used. . . for communication for material compensation.”’ 
The Commission interprets this section as meaning that 
“amateurs may use their stations from time to time to discuss the 
availability of a piece of Amateur Radio equipment, but that such 
activity would be limited to an occasional nature. It’s best not to 
discuss price on the air. Insted, swap phone numbers and finish the 
‘dickering off the air.” (The FCC Rule Book p. 6-10) ARRL 
discussions with the FCC indicate that the FCC has not changed 
this interpretation, and that the citations were issued by an in- 


dividual monitoring officer who interpreted the rule differently.

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FLORIDA PACKET NEWS 
By Don Deem, KB4LLO 

As those of you on packet here in Florida know, our numbers are 
growing at an explosive rate. The membership in FADCA (Florida 
Amateur Digital Communications Association) has exceeded the 
500 mark and continues to grow daily. 

The growth of packet in Florida has created some crowding on 
the primary two-meter frequency of 145.010 mhz. as you might have 
guessed. As a result of this crowded situation, several networking 
schemes are presently under consideration, some are temporary 
fixes, while the majority are suggested as permanent solutions. 
For more information see the latest issue of PRM (Packet Radio 
Magazine). The temporary solution that is most often mentioned as 
a quick fix for channel congestion is the use of good operating 
procedure. Here are some suggestions as to how to be a good packet 
neighbor: 

Minimize use of the ‘bell’ character 

Eliminate beacons from unattended stations 

Discourage the use of beacons more frequently than every half- 
hour : 

Move local QSO’s and file transfers to another frequency if 
possible 

If you see a new Packeteer having difficulty, help him. 

If you must beacon, refrain from using those cute new one’s that 
display your artistic ability.

The Naval Air Corps investigative board assigned full pilot-error 
to both the pilot and the co-pilot. Why? Well, the co-pilot got his 
black marks for being fatheaded enough to retract the gear while 
still on the ground, no matter what his pilot might have said. 
(“Stupidity may not be a sin,’’ Robert Heinlein once wrote, ‘‘but it 
is always punished, without delay and without pity.”’)

procedures in the Tech Manual.

I don’t have any objection to the new paper; it seems to be very similar if not identical to 
that on which Worldradio is printed, and they have been doing just fine with their paper 
for years. Besides, I read SKIP for what is written, not what it’s written on. Many thanks 
for the continuing great job with it. (And enjoy your summer vacation this year, you’ve 
earned it!!) 

Speaking of what’s written in SKIP, I think that N4NIA is all wet with his push for state 
regulation of RFI matters. However, if his effort managed to get some complacent hams 
off their duffs and thinking about what could happen if state regulation did come about, he 
might have done some good after all. I’m glad that Bill Pasternak, WAGITF wrote in and 
that you put his article on Page One of SKIP. He’s been there, and knows the right way to

deal with these sorts of things. I can’t possibly add anything to his well-thought-out ' 


commentary except to confirm that the only good way to deal with a jammer on the air is 
to IGNORE HIM.

I-would like to respond to the letter of Roy Armstrong, K4CYN of Sarasota, which was in 
the March Skip. Roy’s letter should have been responded to by now, and I imagine you are 
in possession of several replies by now. Shame on us if we haven’t, for Mr. Armstrong 
brings several points to mind in his letter! Ke : 

One of the first things I-noted was a bit of a ‘‘discouraged” attitude, possibly a result of 
his illness and being off the air for a while. He stated that ‘‘I could see vast changes in 
Ham Radio” or to-that effect. Further, the main emphasis seemed to be the lack of 
“Homebrewing” in Amateur Radio today and he lamented the fact that the Commercial 
gear has taken over the shack and apparently he enjoyed homebrewed rigs the best. I 

- know. I’ve been there too. A-lot of-us have. But I think if we reflect on the REALITY of 
“Homebrewing” we would realize that in most cases NORTHING WAS EVER FULLY 
HOMEBREWED. I don’t mean to shock you by saying this, but if you consider every 
aspect of the ‘Roll your own” era, you would quickly find that almost all of our gear was 

‘built by us, but it was designed, invented, debugged and built by others long before we 
ever grabbed up the old soldering iron. ; 

If you want to get technical, even the designers and inventors were far from 
“homebrewers.”’ They all used pre-existing electronic laws and axioms and merely 
followed these already-existing parameters. Then, when we got ahold of the schematics 
(which most of us didn’t draw out) we obtained components such as resistors, capacitors, 
chokes, meters, wires, sockets, cabinets, and every other item necessary to construct the 
. project . . . most all of these were not “‘made”’ by us either. Few of us made our own tubes 
either! Then we picked up the soldering iron (who made that?), solder (ditto), plugged it 
~ into the A.C. socket (once again made by somebody else), which was wired by wires in the 
house’ (made by somebody else) from which emerged from the dynamos/generators (all 

. made by somebody else) and finally tapping their generating forces from the rivers made

I feel that this note is long overdue, but why do people get into amateur radio? Very 
interesting question. I feel that there are many valid reasons, but to you, the readers of 
Broward County, is it just for the phone patches, the idea of belonging to a club of people 
who share your interest, or maybe you might have many other valid reasons. 

As taken from the ARRL ‘‘Public Service Communications” manual, ‘‘I[t is perhaps 
significant that part 97 of the FCC’s Rules and Regulations mentions, as the very first 
principle under ‘‘Basis and Purpose,”’ the following: 

“(a) Recognition and Enhancement of the value of the amateur service to the public as 

a voluntary noncommercial communications service, particularly with respect to 
providing emergency communications.” (emphasis added.) 

Amateur radio exists because it qualified as a service. Throughout our history, we 
amateurs have established a reputation as public service communications which is of the 
greatest importance to our continued occupation of frequencies.

Among the workers, we have noticed that amateurs have disregarded this most im- . 


portant rule of amateur radio. As long as they belong to. a club, pay dues and receive 
access codes for an autopatch, this is all they think that is required of them. Just think, if 
every amateur had this attitude, where would amateur radio be? 

When someone announces that they need volunteers for an event that requires com- 
munications, the same two, five, six, ten and maybe if you’re lucky up to twenty people 

- show up to promote their club, the county or just the name of amateur radio in general. 
What happens if these (almost always) faithful people had other obligations and could not 
attend? The truth is that, the amateur that took on the responsibility of getting amateurs 
to that évent is made out to be a fool, and down goes amateur radio. (It leaves a bad im- 

_ pression in everyone’s mind as to the efficiency of amateur radio.) 

For those of you that signed up for ARES and RACES, where were you when the Red 
Cross opened its shelters when a hurricane alert was called in Broward County? Only six 
hams went to their assigned shelters when there were twenty-three stations opened. What 
happened to these other seventeen amateurs that said that they wanted those shelters? 
Did you know that there are over five hundred ARES and RACES members in Broward 
County? 

In regards to “AMATEUR RADIO EMERGENCY SERVICES” (ARES), 
licensed amateur, whether or not a member of ARRL, or any other local or national 
organization, is eligible for membership in ARES. The only qualification other than 
holding a license is a SINCERE DESIRE TO SERVE. 

The “RADIO AMATEUR CIVIL EMERGENCY SERVICE” (RACES), is a means by 
which amateurs may serve civil defense in disaster communications on an organized 
basis, using their own bands and much of their own equipment. 

Bob Sternberg, AA4EE, is the Broward County E.0.C. and Mark Pallans, WB4KKG is 
the RACES Officer for Broward County. Both of these men are directly responsible for 
recruiting amateurs to volunteer in our county. They both need your help. They need 
workers. People who can commit themselves and come through when they are needed. 

Please don’t take this lightly. Amateur radio has come a long way and received a good 
name through hard work. It is your obligation to promote the good and welfare of 
Amateur Radio.

The Marion County, Florida, Amateurs have organized a Mobile 
Watch program under the direction of the Sheriff Department and 
sponsored by the Silver Springs Radio Club. This program, 
referred to as ARM WATCH, which stands for ‘‘Amateur Radio 
Mobile Watch,” is acting as eyes and ears for Law Enforcement 
and Fire servcies. We are not ‘‘Cops’’; we don’t apprehend nor 
chase anyone; we just report what we see or hear during normal 
driving conditions to the Sheriff Dept. through the Repeater phone 
patch. The Sheriff Dept. Communication Center clears all reports 
no matter if it involves fire, FHP, or City Police. We report such 
items as DWI, reckless driving, accidents, fires, hit and runs, 
assaults, etc. 

EAch member of ARM WATCH completed a six hour course 
conducted by the Sheriff Dept., received a Certificate of Training, 
an Identification Card, and very attractive Decal for the car. An 
ARM WATCH number for reporting purposes was also assigned. 
By the way, the very clever Decal was designed by one of our 
members, Jim Brenner, NT4B. 

So far, we have fifty members assigned Identification Numbers 
and more Amateurs wanting to get involved in this program. We 
feel this program is a very good example of Amateur Radio in- 
volvement in Public Service.

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ACTIONS TAKEN AGAINST HAMS 
1985 YEAR END ROUND UP 

Most of the Commission’s enforcement actions against Amateurs 
during 1985 arose from complaints of malicious interference. The 
following were the most noteworthy cases. 

James W. Smith, W6VCE was the subject of numerous com- 
plaints of two meter interference in the San Diego, California, area. 
_ His license was revoked after a hearing, in PR Docket Nos. 85-774 & 
775, and the revocation, which was upheld in a decision by the 
Review Board, became effective November 3, 1985. 

Eugene C. Sykes, W400, of West Palm Beach, Florida, paid a 


fine and court costs which totalled $2400. He had been caught ,% 


operating with excessive power when the Commission monitored 
him after receiving complaints that he had been causing in- 
terference to another amateur. The Commission had imposed a 
$550 forfeiture for this violation; Sykes refused to pay; and the U.S. 
Attorney for the Southern District of Florida filed suit to collect the 
forfeiture. The trial was held in Miami on February 13 and 15, 1985, 
and the jury returned a verdict against Sykes. 

David Saks, WD4SHP, of Memphis, Tenn., had been the subject 
of complaints of jamming a repeater, obscene language, and use of 
a subband for which he was not authorized. He was convicted of 
unlicensed operation in U.S. District Court in Memphis, based on 
his operation on Technician frequencies while a Novice. Based on 
this conviction, his license was revoked on June 26, 1985. 

Keith J. Obermeyer, KAOOHH, was cited by the Commission 
because transmissions from his station had interfered with a 
frequency used by a St. Louis area fire department. A revocation 
proceeding, PR Docket No. 85-28, was started against him, and the 
hearing date was set for July 16, 1985. On July 1, 1985, He submitted 
his license for cancelation, on the understanding that he would be 
able to apply for a new amateur license after nine months had 
passed. As a result, the hearing proceeding was terminated. 

James Brantley, K6KPS, had been the subject of complaints over 
a number of years concerning his operation of HF frequencies. 
Most recently there had been complaints that he had been 
disrupting communications on the 20 meter band by calling CQ for 
long periods or making calls to non-existent stations for the purpose 
of occupying the frequency and disrupting normal com- 
munications. Since the prolonged calling was not intended to 
establish communications with any particular station, it was 
“broadcasting” in violation of Section 97.113 of the Rules. The 
Commission imposed a forfeiture anne! for $2,000 for violating 
Section 97.113. 

Lawrence Kaczmarczyk, W3UOW, was the subject of numerous 
complaints of two meter malicious interference in the area of 
Mahanoy City, Pa. A revocation proceeding, PR Docket No. 85-232, 
was started against him, and the hearing date was set for October 
22, 1985. On October 18, 1985, he submitted his license for can- 
cellation with the understanding that he could apply for a new 
license after one year. 

DART Repeater. As a result of complaints of interference to a 
two meter repeater in the Detroit area, Commission personnel 
caught five persons causing interference to the repeater. The 
matter was considered serious enough that the U.S. Attorney began 
cr.minal proceedings against three of these. Since two of the five 
were amateurs, it was necessary to take action to affect their 
amateur status. Bernie Slotnick, KB8RE, agreed to a voluntary 
suspension of his license. Robert J. (Jeff) King, WB8WKA, is the 
subject of a revocation proceeding. Both of these actions were 
effectuated on December 3, 1985. 

HF Problems. In March 1985 the Commission issued a Public 
Notice stating that it was investigating complaints of Amateurs 
operating in a violative manner on the frequencies 3895, 3853 and 
3927 kHz and targeting Amateurs in certain named areas for 
concentrated enforcement efforts. Conditions on these frequencies 
have improved; two cases in particular are noteworthy: 

J. Fred Riley, WA8AJN, was the subject of complaints of 
malicious interference on 75 meters. After a revocation proceeding 
was started against him, on September 23, 1985, he agreed to a 


suspension of his license, on the understanding that he can request

He was caught ae 
operating with excessive power, more than 20,000 watts —farin 
excess of the 1,500 watt maximum permitted by Section 97.67.

Commission imposed a $2,000 forfeiture (fine) for his violation. ° ;

NASA TO LAUNCH ASS eae 

A NASA spokesman announced this week a series of space _ 
missions to begin this year. Sol B. Shiny, Undersecretary of Solar — oh 
Affairs, told a gathering of newsmen that NASA plans to attempt to” 
save the 10, 15, and 20 meter amateur radio bands bine: decreasing — a 
sunspot activity. 

The project, according to Shiny, will involve uhine Saturn 2 
rockets to the sun. The rockets will carry a payload of high density 
polymerjzed graphite sheeting. The sheeting will unfold on impact 
creating an artificial sunspot (ASS). A yet-to-be-determined | 
number of ASSs will be placed in a band across the face of the sun. — ; 

This band (tentatively named ‘‘the Ham Band”’) is to allevigiatns 
the now decreasing sunspot activity. Shiny further announced that — 
due to the importance of accurate placement of the ASSs, it will be Ry 
necessary for the Saturn rockets to complete the final approach to 
the Ham Band under manual control. 

Volunteers will be sought from the amateur radio community to.
